On 29 Nov, ENDO told the Japanese people 
in a radio message from Peking that his informal talks with Premier CHOU En-lai, 
Marshal CHEN I, and Qen FU Tso-yi had strengthened his conviction that Communist 
China desires peace and friendship with Japan. ENDO praised Chinese public works 
projects, particularly in the field of water conservation, and Chinese cleanliness 
and optimism. . He added that he would oppose formation of any HATOYAMA Cabinet 
that tried to promote rearmament, for, he said, rearmament coupled with failure 
to understand the "new China" would doom Japan to isolation and backwardness, 

6.1 Comment : ( CONFIDENTIAL) Despite his militarist background, 

ENDO has been a frequent speaker at peace rallies sponsored by JCP-front and JCP- 
inf lit rated groups.
